Asparagus a la Springtime 
(4 servings) 
One bunch asparagus, 4 slices 
cooked ham, ^ teaspoon kitchen 
bouquet, 4 slices toast, 1 cup Hol­ 
landaise sauce, about. 
Cut off tough parts of asparagus 
stalks. 
Remove 
small 
pips 
on 
stalks with sharp knife. Wash as­ 
paragus

water. Tie stalks in four bunches 
and stand up in bottom part of 
double boiler.
